P. G. "Teddy" Oke, Toronto 
mining broker and famed sports- 
man, who died last Friday at the 
age of 51, was once a Mount 
Albert barber. He was at 
one time said to be a multi- 
millionaire. 

Born in Uxbridge, a Mount 
Albert barber-shop was n passing 
phase in a colorful career. It is 
said that while living in Sault 
Ste. Marie in 1005 he had 22 
different jobs. While a clerk in 
a store in Haileybury, he began 
to study mining. 

He became a pro baseball, 
lacrosse and hockey player, 
served overseas, became a mining 
broker, made money by the 
bushel. P. G. Oke and Company 
had offices in Kitchener, London, 
St. Thomas, Oriliia, Lindsay, 
Windsor and Peterboro. 

At one time he operated an 
international hockey league, 
owning a Toronto team and 
several U. S. teams. He finally 
quit, disgusled by the lack of 
public interest. lie financially 
backed George Young and Ethel 
Catherwood. He finally turned 
his spoiling interest to the 
Parkdale Ladies* Athletic. club. 

In 1920 he was ruined and 
adjudged bankrupt, and lost a 
lot of his former friends, but he 
made a substantial come-back.

Oil Spread On i>otu!s Kills 

Mosquitoes, Provincial 

Detriment Atlvisos 
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Action to rid the town ot the 
mosquitoes which have swarmed 
into homes in recent years in 
spile of all efforts to control them 
is likely to be taken by the town 
council mid the board of health. 

Reeve Dr. L. W, Dales raised 
the question at Monday evening's 
council meeting, and on motion 
of himself and Deputy-Reeve 
Joseph Vale the matter was 
referred to the board of health 
for recommendation. 

Appearing before Iho council 
regarding other matters, Dr. J, 
H. Wesley, M.O.H., stated thai 
the board would be glad to deal 
with the matter If a complaint 
regarding ? the mosquitoes were 
made. 

Members of the council were 
enthusiastic about the proposal. 

/*In the last two or three years 
the mosquito nuisance -has be- 
come terrific," Dr. Dales stated. 
"I understand that it is only a 
matter of putting oil on the 
stagnant pools. Running water is 
not a source of mosquitoes."

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LIGHT ON MACKENZIE 

There is published in this issue a particularly 
appropriate and interesting letter for this 
centennial year of 1937. It is from a lady whose 
grandfather, Jacob Lundy, took an active part in 
the rebellion. The writer of the letter, Mrs. L. 
D Hopkins, corrects a statement in a recent Era 
editorial that William Lyon Mackenzie was 
battling for the masses. Now Mackenzie may 
have been rebelling against "injustice" rather 
than against class privilege, but certainly he was 
on the popular side in the argument. The Reform 
partv wanted the popularly- elected legislative 
assembly to have power to improve the condition 

of the people of the province. They wanted to 
build roads and schools. The Compact party, 
controlling the executive and legislative councils, 
governed the province in the supposed interests 
of established commercial and financial concerns. 
We had always thought of Mackenzie as moved 
by sympathy with the populace, but we are willing 
to be corrected. Certainly, the populace did not 
give him much support in his rebellion. 

Responsible Government 

Our correspondent states that "even the most 
conservative writers today acknowledge that 
home rule in Canada has its origin in, that little 
rebellion." The rebellion of 1837 was certainly 
an incident in the struggle, but we feel that there 
is not so much agreement as our correspondent 
thinks concerning the significance of the rebellion. 
There is no telling, of course, but we have often 
thought that Mackenzie and Papineau would have 
advanced their cause just as fast if they had not 
resorted to force. The rebellion brought about the 
appointment of Lord Durham, but Lord Durham's 
report did not mean that responsible government 
was won. Lord John Russell still could not sec 
how a colonial government could be responsible 
to the people, and Joseph Howe's famous series 
of letters to Russell were still to be written. The 
final charter of responsible government was 
contained in Lord Grey's letter of 1847 to the 
lieutenant-governor of Nova Scotia, and in the 
consent of Lord Elgin, influenced by this letter, 
to the Rebellion Losses bill of Baldwin and 
LaFontaine. 

Another View 

Each historian puts his own interpretation on 
the familiar story of the winning of responsible 
government. For instance, Mrs. Hopkins sends us 
a number of interesting clippings, concerning 
"shoes, and ships and sealing-wax, and cabbages 
and kings," and one clipping is an editorial from 
a United States newspaper, on the Oshawa strike, 
concluding with this paragraph: "Is it too much 
to hope that the demonstration means the begin- 
ning of the end of the Lewis tyranny, that 
Canadian resistance to Lewis will do for us 
industrially what our resistance to George III did 
for Canada politically? If so, we have much for 
which to thank Premier Hepburn." So there is 
another view as to where "home rule in Canada 
has its origin." 



Newspaper Advertising 

Yes nearly everybody knows the merchant is 
there, and some of them will buy something from 
him anyway, whether ho advertises or not. 
Nevertheless, newspaper salesmanship is needed 
to bring people to his store in profitable numbers 
and in a buying mood, just as salesmanship is 
needed to bring people to Canada.

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MAYDAY 

Perhaps the writer will be excused for 
indulging in a little personal reminiscence, but 
May day dawned so bright and spring-like that 
one could not help but recall how May day, or 
the nearest school day, is or used to be observed 
by the schools of rural Nova Scotia. In the 
morning the children of each class-room elect a 
may queen and a may king, whose privilege it 
is to walk at the head of the procession on a 
"maying" expedition in the afternoon.

The mayflower, Nova 
Scotia's floral emblem, is, of course, the trailing 
arbutus, (and not the hepatica, or the spring 
beauty, as in Ontario), and grows every where, but 
most luxuriously in damp places, often hiding its 
pink and white blooms under the moss. Taking 
flowers gathered by the children, the teacher 
usually made the garlands to be worn on the 
return journey as crowns by the king and the 
queen of the may.

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HISTORY PAGEANT 

Everybody will be interested in the projected 
York county history pageant. It will be an 
education to all of us to see portrayed the story 
of the accomplishments of the pioneer settlers. It 
is proposed to select some particular York county 
family around which to build the story. It is to 
be hoped that it is found possible to choose a 
family which played some part in the rebellion 
of 1837. The pageant might then to some small 
extent be considered a centennial celebration of 
the happy or unhappy events of 1837. 
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INDEPENDENT IRELAND 

What is this British Commonwealth of 
Nations? President Eamon de Valera of the Irish 
Free State has officially issued the Free States 
new constitution, declaring Ireland sovereign and 
independent, and has apparently caused not 
ripple on the waters of the Irish sea. The c< 
sfitution declares that the national territory 
includes the whole of Ireland, although northern 
Ireland is not now part of the Irish Free State. 
The office of president will replace the office of 
governor-general. Membership in the British 
Commonwealth is not renounced, but there 
remains no legal tie between Ireland and the 
other British nations. Irish becomes the official 
language, whereas previously Irish and English 
were on an equal footing. 

A Long Reign 

De Valera's control of government goes back 
to 1919. What other political leaders are there in 
office today who have enjoyed so long a rule? 
Mussolini has held the whip hand only since 1922; 
Stalin since 1924 or 1925. In fact, the proclama- 
tion of a new constitution for Ireland last week 
did not differ much from the declaration of a 
republic in 1919, although dominion status was 
not conceded to the Irish Free State until three 
years later. 

The Irish Story 

Ireland's troubles go back a long way. We 
have been looking it up. It wasn't the "English" 
who started the trouble in Ireland. The Normans 
who conquered the English in the 11th century 
ventured into Ireland in the 12th. Ever since then 
Ireland has been theoretically under English or 
Norman rule. The pre-Norman English could be 
conquered; the Irish couldn't be conquered; hence 
a lot of trouble and suffering. A few centuries 
later the present-day Ulster problem was born. 
The Stuarts took advantage of a rebellion in 
Ulster to drive the Catholic Irish out of Ulster 
and to give their lands to Presbyterian Scots. 
Cromwell took a similar step in punishment of 
the Irish for support of Charles I (England was 
the republic then). King William III, after the 
Battle of the Boyne, gave more Irish land to 
Englishmen. There followed a century of oppres- 
sion. No Catholic could hold office or even vote. 
A Protestant parliament ruled Catholic Ireland. 
Edmund Burke, the English statesman, said that 
these anti-Catholic laws constituted "a complete 

system as well fitted for the oppression, 

impoverishment, and degradation of a people and 
the debasement in them of human nature itself 
as ever proceeded from the ingenuity of 
man." Finally, in 1800, William Pitt abolished 
the Irish parliament and gave Ireland representa- 
tion, although Protestant only, in 
parliament. 

Population Halved 

The Duke of Wellington a quarter of a century 
later put through the Catholic Emancipation 
Act, applying not merely to Ireland, although 
occasioned by parliament's refusal to admit Daniel 
O'Connell to his seat when elected as an Irish 
member. As the result of famine and economic 
oppression Ireland's population was halved in the 
latter half of the last century. Fifty years ago 
parliament passed legislation to enable tenants 
to purchase land from their landlords, but 
Gladstone's home rule bills were defeated. 
Asquith's Home Rule Act became law in 1914, in 
spile of rejection by the house of lords, but its 
operation was postponed by the war. 

Reaping; the Whirlwind 

I And that brings us to Eamon dc Valera. He 
is easier to understand if we keep the past 
centuries in mind. We are told that "action equals 
reaction." Or, there is the proverb, "sow the 
wind, and reap the whirlwind." The world tried 
to keep Germany a conquered nation after the 
war, and a democratic form of government was 
forced to give way to an irresponsible dictator. 
Extremes in present-day Russia are often ex- 
plained as a reaction from the extremes of czarist 
days.. 

Irish Language 

Still, we would hope that Irish resentment 
docs not go to the length of forgetting English 
words. The Irish will find the English language 
very convenient to know when they go abroad. 
And Ireland's greatest contributions to world 
literature arc written in English.

The Duke's song, and the 
recitation and duets of Casilda 
and Luiz were admirable. 
Casilda's scorn of Luiz in the 
presence of her parents, and her 
fondness when alone were excel- 
lent bits of acting. 

Poor Casilda had hardly recov- 
ered from the shock of knowing 
she was a wife when the arrival 
of the Grand Inquisitor, whose 
charming manner belied his 
odious calling, further compli- 
cated matters by informing her 
of his doubt as to her husband's 
identity. 

The song, "I Stole the Prince," 
the recitation, "But bless my 
heart," by Casilda and Don 
Alhambra, and the quintet, "Try 
we life-long" gave the five actors 
concerned a chance to display 
talent both vocal and histrionic, 
and one can only say that each 
part was taken understanding^. 

One thing which struck my 
better half and me throughout 
the opera was the excellent 
enunciation. 

This happened to be one of 
Gilbert and Sullivan's operas 
with which v.*e were not familiar 
and consequently we could not 
fill in parts we might miss, as 
one does unconsciously if the 
words are familiar. But I do not 
think we missed half-a-dozen 
words, and to be able to say that 
is commendation, indeed. 

The chorus, "Bridegroom and 
bride," with Tessa's solo, "When 
a merry maiden marries," was 
bright and very pretty. It gave 
the soloist an excellent oppor- 
tunity to use to advantage a 
voice, both pleasing and full of 
expression. 

To me, one of the delightful 
songs of the evening was "Kind 
sir, you cannot have the heart," 
sung by Gianetta. The warmth 



and color which is so much a 
part of t he portrayer of this 
character, made one ready to 
listen to it indefinitely. 

The finale of Act 1 was 
splendid. The acting of ail was 
good, and the song, "Then one 
of us" was given with the 
humorous touch which makes it 

live. 

During the three months which 
now elapsed some Stayed in 
Venice for a while, but even- 
tually we all reached the island 
of Barataria and wandered into 
the pavilion where the twin 
pscudo kings were reigning in 
a somewhat confusing manner, 
finding that though they might 
act as one, one ration was a 
bit slim for two stalwart cx- 
gondolicrs. 

The songs, "Rising early in the 
morning," and "Take a pair of 
sparkling eyes," were given with 
verve and gusto, and some very 
fine acting. The girls' chorus, 
quartet, and duct, followed by 
the chorus and dance, were 

brilliantly pretty and effective. 
There lived a king," sung by 
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Don Alhambra, Marco and 
Giuseppe, gave these gentlemen 
a chance to take the audience 
with them into their predicament 
and they did it nobly. 

The quartet, "In a contempla- 
tive fashion," sung by the two 
gondoliers and their wives, was 
one of the prettiest things, 
vocally and visually, of the opera. 

'Then the ducal party re- 
appeared—the duke, a courtier, 
to the manner born; his portrayal 
of a difficult part — for these 
pompous gentlemen are hard to 
impersonate without exaggera- 
tion — vvas magnificently done, 
and the acting of both duke and 
duchess in the duchess' song, "On 
the day when I was wedded," 
added to their laurels. The 
duchess, all through, filled a 

difficult role well. 

Their recitation and duet was 

good. Then came one of the 
high-lights of the evening— the 
gavotte, danced by the duchess, 
Casilda, Marco and Giuseppe, 
while the duke did a gavotte 
strictly of his own. 

In the finale all rose to the 
climax and the chorus work, as 
well as that of the quintet was 
even better than the preceding 
choruses. 

The costumes were lovely and 
the staging and scenery so 
entirely adequate that wc felt 
that one had really travelled 
back down the years, and that 
Venice was again the land of 
love, intrigue and mystery which 
once she was. 

The principals shed their 
everyday habiliments of mind 
and body and lived their parts, 
while the conductor and director 
must have been proud of their 
chorus for they did excellent 
work. 

The accompanist was always 
with his singers — right there, — 
and that is where an accompanist 
must be, to be the sort of bed- 
rock on which all parts rely. 

It was hard to come back to 
commonplace 20th century work 
and worry again, but the memory 
lasts, and we can hope for 
another trip to some magic port 
next year. 



CONSERVATION 

The heading of this column is 
copied directly from the subject 
of an address given recently by 
Hon. E. C. Drury at a banquet of 
the Aurora board of trade. It | 
represents a subject that is com- 
ing to the fore in this country; 
a subject that appears in all 
countries as they pass the pioneer 
stage. 

It was Mr. Drury's contention 
that we have exploited our 
natural resources ruthlessly and 
wasted them thoughtlessly. He 
called for a veforestration pro- 
gram to be carried out on our 
unproductive lands. Much of our 
suffering as a result of climatic 
extremes he would blame upon 
the loss of our forests. Great 
areas of sand deprived of their 
shelter of trees arc slipping into 
deserts; such sections exist even 
in York and Simcoe. This loss of 
bush and its place in conserving 
moisture is accountable for the 
drying of our streams and for 
violent storms. New trees would 
prove a profitable investment for 

a municipality simply on their 
future production of lumber and 
wood. 

Then the land has been robbed 
of its fertility. It must be built 
up again and maintained in a 
productive condition. Not only 
has much of the best been taken 
out of the land; much of the best 
of our rural population has been 
drained away to the city. The cry 
for rural leadership is answered 
only by an echo. Farmers as 
primary producers deserve rec- 
ognition; further, as consumers 
of great quantities of products 
they must have purchasing power 
if industry is to flourish.

We are happy that Newmarket, through the 
generosity of Mr. X, is going to have a coronation 
celebration of larger proportions than was at first 
thought possible. We may think kings and crown- 
ings old-fashioned, but we all love a little bit of 
pageantry, and parading, and some band music, 
and wc all want to take some part in the unpre- 
cedented coronation of the king of half a dozen 
nations. Moreover, it is an opportunity for all 
of us to appreciate seriously the political freedom 
which we enjoy in this democratic Canadian 
monarchy.

Unfortunately, In one sense, prices arc going 
up. The cost of the necessities of life, the cost of 
machinery, the cost of newsprint, the cost of 
building materials, is moving upward. Just as 
we seem to be on the verge of a little bit of 
prosperity, the ground is carried away from under 
our feet. However, we may feel assured that 
these rising prices arc an Indication of returning 
prosperity. Without these rising prices there 
would be nothing but further depression. The 
prosperity psychology has got abroad, and people 
nre beginning to buy more freely. The extra 
demand puts prices up. Then many companies 
which have operated at a loss or on what they 
feel is a close margin feel now lhat the public 
can pny a little bit more for their products. Labor, 

faced with rising living costs, has wanted its 
share of tho Increased prices, and lhat has resulted 
in further Increases in prices and cost of living. 

Building Coats 

Once this movement has started, as it has 
started, we may be sure lhat it is going to 
continue for a period of ot least fivo or six years 
(our guess), and we moy bo sure that costs arc 
going to bo higher rather than lower. Most people 
seem to realize that prices arc going upward, and 
that accounts for the wave of building In 
Nowmarkot this summer, This is an economical 
timo to build for anyone who Is contemplating 
building. Rents will bo higher and building costs 
will bo higher as the months and summers go by.

did Mr. Drury make. We should 
develop the full possibilities of 
electric power on the Niagara 
River and sell our surplus to the 
nearby cities of the United States. 
The profits could be used to 
reduce the cost of hydro to 
Ontario consumers. 

"Water power is the one nat- 
ural resource which can be used 
continually and still retained 
unimpaired." To me this state- 
ment was very interesting. Not 
that it required an ex-premier 
to say such a thing; but few of 
us have ever realized the sig- 
nificance of the fact. If we could 
but conserve and develop all this 
power and make it available at 
reasonable cost it might banish 
no small measure of drudgery. 

For several years I have 
watched with much interest and 
no little apprehension the devel- 
opment of certain new problems 
in the management of land and 
livestock. . Much of the damage 
caused by weeds has been made 
possible by the loss in soil 
fertility which has resulted from 
years of cropping. Some soils 

have shown marked nee<l for the 
stimulating and balancing effects 
of artificial fertilizers. Animals 
fed on crops produced on this 
land have given trouble due to 
lack of mineral content in their 
diet. 

It does indeed appear that we 
who live on land that has been 
tilled over a century may be 
forced to look to older parts of 
the world for guidance in our 
agricultural practises. In such 
places we may also learn lessons 
of public policy adaptable for 
handling those phases of the 
problem of conservation that 
require the action of public 
bodies.

•'■'Toronto for nine weeks. It was 
his brother, Judah Lundy, who 
fired the Don bridge and allowed 
Mackenzie to escape into the 
('States. 

However, we feci sometimes 
that the seeds of the rebellion 
v/ere in the mothers of these 
men, even before they were born. 
My great-grandmother T Rachel 

Hughes Lundy, a daughter of 
Sir Thomas Hughes of Wales 
and Virginia, always regretted 
leaving their "beautiful peach 
orchards/' 

Personally we dislike the 
name, "Reformer," and feel that 
Liberal-Conservative is more 
appropriate for their descendants 
today.

manner," lie declared. "This act 
gives power to the co-operatives 
lo grade the produce. If you 
need funds you can impose a lull 
on the marketing." 

"The idea that the farmer is 
not concerned with selling his 
produce, but only with growing 
it, is disappearing," the commis- 
sioner said. "The farmer should 
have the same power as the 
manufacturer." 

"The act is not set up for the 
purpose of running farm indus- 
tries, but is set up for the 
purpose of giving the farmers 
power if they want it. Where 
the majority want lo organize, 
the act gives them power lo 
organize 100 per cent." 

The growers •themselves can 
decide what powers they wish to 
use, he said. 

"What per cent do we need to 
obtain this power to regulate our 
marketing?" Prof. Day asked, 
stating that between 75 and 00 
per cent of the growers had 
already signed up. 

"That should be sufficient," the 
commissioner replied. 

At the close of the meeting a 
resolution was passed authorizing 
the directors of the co-operative 
to investigate the possibility of 
organizing under the act.
